Adjourned Council Meeting to De- 
cide. * 


The Council met Friday evening 
pursuant to adjournment. All 
the members being present, 

The meeting was held for the 
purpose of considering an error 
in the assesement.  . 

The mayor explained that in 
summing up the different items 
the exemptions had been in- 
cluded by mistake, and the error 
had only been discovered by - the 
Town Clerk a few days befcre. 
As the exemptions amounted 
to something like $189,000 the 
amount charged up to this prop- 
erty would have to be collected 
from the rest of the assessible 
property, making the tax rate 22 


~! mills instead of 20. 


The clerk and mayor contend- 
ed there was funds enough on 
hand from the premium paid for 
debentures to make it possible to 
keep the rate at 20 mills, but H. 
H, Gaetz contended this money 
should be expended only on cap- 
ital account such as sewers, and 
should not be used for current 
expenditure. It, was shown by 
Councillor McKee that if this 
surplus was used for current ex- 
penditure then it would be néces- 
sary to pass another money by- 
law to complete the water exten- 
sion and sewer to Parkvale, and 
this he was not willing to do. 
Councillor . Pidgeon would not 
favor another money by-law. 

After some further discussion

Gaetz, that whereas it has been 
discovered’ that an error was

Excursion to Lacombe, 


The Alberta Department of 
Agriculture is making arrange- 
ments to have excursion trains 
run to the Lethbridge and La- 
combe Experimental Farms. An 
excursion will be run from 
Strathcona to Lacombe on July 
20th, leaving at 9.45 a.m. Extra 
coaches are to be supplied on the 
regular Stettler train. On the 
Wetaskiwin Branch there will be 
a rate of one fare and one-third 
plus $1.05 from Wetaskiwin to 
Lacombe. Passengers will be 


.|picked up at Wetaskiwin by the 


Strathcona special and carried to 
Lacombe, returning with this 
train to Wetaskiwin the same 
evening. 

An excursion will be run from 
Calgary to Lacombe on July 20th, 
leaving at 6.45 a.m. These trains 
will leave Lacombe on the re- 
turn trip about 7 p.m. the same 
evening. 

The Superintendents of the 
Experimental Farms will have 
several men to act as guides, ex- 
plaining to people the various 
matters of interest to be found on 
the farms. Short addresses will 
also be delivered. It would be 
advisable for,people to bring 
their lunch baskets as the Farms 
are located atsome littlé distance 
from the towns. Hot water will 
be provided free of charge. 

These two Experimental Farms 
were established in 1907 and have 
both made good progress. There 
are many interesting features to 
be seen, and it is hoped that the 
people of the Province will take 
advantage of the cheap excur- 
sion rates to visit these farms.

The Railway Routes. 


Calgary Herald. 


The G.T. P. branch from the 
main line to Calgary, as origi- 
nally submitted to the dominion 
government for approval, plays a 
game of crisscross with the C. N. 
R. branch south from Camrose. 
It is understood that the dom- 
inion authorities. changed some 
details of the proposed roads, one 
change being that the C.N.R. is 
to run west of the C. & E. from 
Strathcona to about Red Deer, 
after which it runs on the east 
side of that line. The changes 
made were only in detail, how- 
ever, and the announcement of 
the general manager of the G. T. 
P. in yesterday’s Herald is to the 
effect that his_road is to come to 
Talgary from Riley, a point prac- 


tically north of Camrose. We 


This means that at least from 
Red Deer southward there will be 
three lines, including the C.P.R., 
traversing a district that one 
could adequately serve while a 
great district east of that will 
still be untouched by railways. 
For six months settlers have been 
pouring in tc the Sullivan lake 
and adjacent country on the 
strength of the announcement 
that a road was to run through 
there. But all the companies 
want to avoid the heavy crossing 
of the Red Deer river and are 
anxious to reach Calgary by the 
easiest route. This is alright for 
the railways but how about the 
country? 


The Herald has fought for|—— 


these roads harder than any 
other single force in Alberta. It 
does not believe that the Alberta 
government will guarantee the 
bonds of lines that parallel one 
another while leaving one of the 
best agricultural areas without 
transportation. The C. P. R., 
asking for no assistance, has,a 
right to use its own judgment as 
to where it lays its rails, The 
others, if they expect the public 
to endorse their bonds, . should 
run where each will serve and 
open a new country and build up 
a new traffic. This is The 
Herald’s contention and it will 
be upheld by the commercial in- 
terests of Alberta.

In Great Britain, where. the 
King resides, he is in constant 
communication with his Ministers, 
and,-as already noted, exercises 
more or less influence upon what 
they do... He does not live in 
Canada, he does not meet our 
Ministers, and consequently that 
personal influence upon their 
deliberation is lacking. The want 
is supplied in part by the appoint- 
ment of a Governor General. who 
to some extent takes the part of 
the King. There are certain acts, 
some formal, and a few of real 
importance, for which his actual 
presence is needed. The King or 
his representative must sign a 
great number of documents; he, 
or his representative, opens and 
closes Parliament; he, or his 
representative, must be consult- 
ed before Parliament is dissolved, 
before a new election is called, 
and when a new Premier suc- 
ceeds an old one. Many of these 
acts are mere forms and cere- 
monies, but these last mentioned 
are of real importance. Only the 
other day, for example, the Gov- 
ernor of Newfoundland refused to 
allow Sir Robert Bond to dissolve 
Parliament, practically made him 
resign when he could not vom- 
manda majority of the Legie- 
lature, and then allowed his 
successor, Sir Edward Morris, to 
dissolve; and his conduct was 
perfectly correct, This was one 
of the rare occasions when the 
Crown exercises real power, and 
incurs real responsibility. 


Earlier in Canadian history 
the Governor-General represent- 
ed the Imperial Government, 
that is, the Imperial Parliament; 
when he came out he was given 
full instructions as to the policy 
which he was to pursue, thus he 
had a double duty; he had to 
obey the Imperial Parliament on 
the one hand, and he had to take 
the advice of his Tanadian 
Ministers on the other. His pos- 
ition thus was not an exact re- 
production of that of the King, 
even on asmallscale. The King’s 
interests are bonnd up in those 
of his Kingdom, and that alone; 
he is responsible only to himself; 
whereas the Governor General 
had to think not only of the in- 
terests of Canada but of the 
wishes of the Mother Country, 
and was responsible, not to him- 
self, but to the Imperial Govern- 
ment. Very litile trouble on the 
whole occurred through this state 
of atfairs, and the Governor 
General’s accountability tu the 
Imperial Government has steadily 
declined. The effect of tks 
change may be summarized as 
follows: 


1. Canadians owe their ulti- 
mate allegiance to the King and 
not to Great Britain, its Parlia- 
ment, or its Government. The 
American revolution really was 
fought to free the Thirteen 
Colonies from the control of the 
British Parliament, not from the 
Kingship of George III. 


2. The Governor General now 
represents the King, whereas in 
bygone years he really repres- 
ented the policy of the British 
Parliament. 

3. Au a result, there now is 
far less jealousy of what the 
Governor General says or does 
than was the case in bygone 
years. Canadians feel that his 
interest is identified with theirs, 
and that he is not the represen- 
tative amongst them of a policy 
which they have no hand in 
framing. 

4. Thus the head cf the Can- 
adian Nation is, first and fore- 
most, His Majesty the King; and 
secondly, so far as action on the 
spot and influence on our states- 
menareconcerned,His Excellency 
the Governor General.

Op- 
portunity will not get past us if 
we seek to put the imprint of our 
industry on every minute - that 
comes to us! President Eliot, 
just stepped down from _ the 
master’s chair of Harvard Uni- 
versity, nays that fifteen minutes 
aday devoted to a five foot shelf 
of books wiil give-anyone the 
basis of a tiberal education. 

Could manhood be crowned 
cheaper? 

President Eliot’s statement in- 
dicates most of all that oppor- 
tunity lurks not on the mountain 
tops, or on the high seas, but in 
the small moments, in the off- 
times, in the odds and ends of 
the days when the currents of 
commerve or society have carried 
us for a space out of the rush and 
we must wait to get.back into the 
swift waters. 

Opportunity is often nothing 
more than practical 
long contir ued in the same line! 
If fifteen minutes a day will give 
a liberal education, will not an- 
other fifteen minutes a day give 
the means of that other particular 
opportunity which is near to the 
heart of each? 

The most common disguise 
of opportunity leads us to look 
afar, to look for it to-morrow, or 
inthe next country when. as a 
matter of fact it goes gliding by, 
astride of each minute!

WORKED HARD FOR CANADA. 


Lady Aberdeen Has Earned Her Pre- 
. ~ sent Enthusiastic Welcome. 


Her Exzellency the Countess -o! 
Aberdeéa has been warmly welcomed 
back to Canada. 

During her stay in this country, Her 
Ladyship made Jarge impress upon the 
life of the Dominion. While not indif- 
ferent’ tc social claims, and, indeed 


ation in its brighter and more en- 


hersel’ and her position seriously, and 
conceived it her duty, as the Vicereine 
of the Dominion ‘and the first ludy in 
the great Commonwealth, to set an 
‘example to others in the doing of 


people in the process of forming na 
tional institutions and. character. 

Her Excellency was gifted by ‘na- 
‘ture. She’ had wonderful energy, a 
strong and .clear brairi, large powere 
of organization and administration, 
coupled, at the same time, with wo, 
manly grace and ‘sweetness. The 
things she put her hand to never. went 
beyond whut seemed the natural scope 
of femininity, and, indeed, it was al 
ways suid of Lady Aberdeen that whe- 
ther she was advocating the moral 
and social causes which the Women’: 
Council espoused, or presiding over a 
fashionable. function, she was always 
the woman through and through. 

The first. thing Lady Aberdeen did 
after being settled in Rideau Hall was 
to study the social conditions of the 
people, ; 

She went in and.out amongst them. 
She was particularly struck with the 
great distances of the country, vt" 
the loneliness of settler life, with the 
need for. communication and human 
inferest. and: companionship, lacking, 
which no natural advantage could be 
heartily availed of. 

It was this which inspired Lady 
Aberdeen to start the Victorian Order 
of Nurses. 

This alone would be a monument to 
the labors of Lady Aberdeen; but she 
will perhaps be best remembered by 
the establishment of the Wonten’s 
Council. This organization was the 
direct work cf Lady Aberdeen. The 
idea involved is a parent council, with 
branches affiliated all over the cbun- 
try. The local council undertakes to 
work for social bettermen. It prods 
the: npathetic aldermen. It pleads for 
public buths, for playgrounds for the 
children, for Letter housing of the 
For for. 1aws forbidding the sale of 
iquor to children, for clean, streets, 
for lave protecting child life and labor 
—in a word, the organization aims ‘to 
bringin ‘social and economic better- 
ment without trenching upon the 
avowed work of men in the .civic do- 
main. 

Into these movements Lady Aber 
deen threw herself with characteristic 
energy. She rallied around her the 
most influential ladies in the Domin- 
jon. Her magnetism carried all be- 
fore it. It was instantly recognized 
thateshe was a_ strong intellectual 
force; but lest those who object to 
strong-minded women should take of- 
fence, she beamed ‘upon such ‘with 
such radiance and sweetness that 
hostility was disarmed. « 

Her. Ladyship made powerful ad- 
dresses on the platform, speaking with 
great eloquence, and with such power 
and spontaneity as inspired the fre- 
quent remark that Lady Aberdeen was 
formed for statesmanship. 

She did not require notes, and seem 
ed to be indifferent to preparation; but 
she reasoned cogently, urged her cause 
with sweet persuasion, and all over 
the Dominion numbered her adherents 
in the causes mentioned by thousands.

The Canadian Northern Railway has 
filed: its amalgamation ugreement with 
the Edmonton, Yukon and Pacific 
Railway, and gives notice that appli- 
cation will be madé to the Canadian 
Railway Commission this week for 
approval of agreements amalgamating 
with the Canudian Northern, the’ Al:

\ A Forest Atlas. 

The forestry branch of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior has recently is“ 
sued the first sheets of a new “‘forest 
atlas,” which will include plans of 
which the surveys are now being 
carrie} on. 

The “legend” is now being sent” 
out; this’ designates the marks used 
to denote natural features, the differ- 
ent species of trees and the amounts 
of timber that can be obtained per 
acre from timbered areas, entries of 
various kinds (such as homesteads, 
mineral] lands, ete.) burns or brules, 
cuttings and sales, roads, trails, rail- 
ways, canals, flumes, telegraph and 
telephone lines, buildings, ete. One 
of the smaller forest reserves —that 
known as “The Pines,” situated near 
Prince Albert, Sask.—has. already 
been mapped, and the map of the 
Riding Mountain Forest Reserve, in 
Northwestern Manitoba,: is now in 
preparation. Ag surveys of the forest 
reserves and other forested districts 
are completed, maps of these will be 
prepared and added to. the atlas. 

It is hoped that the general scheme 
of indicating, information, ~such as 
the different colors for stands of tim- 
ber of various densities, and the oth- 
er special signs adopted by the forest 
service of the Dominion may be put 
into general use throughout Canada, 
so that forest maps may be uniform 
in plan‘and may be easily compared. 


Hon. Dr. Montague’s Oratory. 

‘ Though Hon. Dr. Montague, once 
the silver-tongued orator of Ontario, 
is seldom heard in his native land, 
he occasionally is\heard at gatherings 
in cities -across the line whither he 
travels in ,pursuit of business. Only 
recently he delighted a newly-formed 
organization of expatriated Canadians 
in Louisville, Kentucky, who have 
formed a Maple Leaf Club, with the 
graceful utterances that used to win 
votes for the Government in the 
palmy days of the Conservative party.

Motor Test at Winnipeg 
Exhibition. =. 


The Coming Power on the 
Farm. 
Twenty-two Engines Entered 
In The Contest and Much 

Interest Displayed. 


The first event of the Winnipeg 
Industrial exhibition opened with 
the beginning of the farm motor 
competition, for which 22 farm 
engines, some gasoline and some 
steam, are entered. The tests 
are taking place on the west end 
of the fair grounds. ‘ 

The rules of the competition 
have been so changed as to allow 
nearly any traction engine manu- 
factured to enter, last year the 
weight limitation excluding many 
steam machines and some gaso- 
line outfits. The results will be 
watched with keen interest by 
progressive farmers everywhere, 
as it will demonstrate which is the 
best machine for every section 
andcondition. There is probably 
no event at the exhibition that 
holds more direct results for the 
farmer. The engines entered for 
the contest are taken out of the 
stock of the various companies 
competing, and are not in any 
sense machines made for ex- 
hibition purposes, many having 
seen much actual use. The im- 
plement companies seem to rea- 
lize the importance of this event 
and each one has its best repre- 
sentatives in attendance.

Mythical Airship Proves a 
Reality. | 


‘London July 6.—The Daily 
News, which has been one of the 
chief ridjculars of the mysterious 
night flying air ships which al- 
ternately scared and . amused 
England a couple of weeks ago, 
now prints a story asserting that 
it was a real and great vessel 
which, if it has accomplished all 
the inventor says it has, jremoves 
all fear of England falling behind 
in the race for aerial supremacy. 

The News says the mysterious 
vessel is now housed in a- huge 
shed which is big enough to hold 
three ordinary airships in a pri- 
vate park, about an hour’s ride 
by automobile from London. 

The owner and inventor of the 
mysterious vessel ig Dr. M. B. 
Boyd, who has spent $100,000 in 
money and. eight years in time 
experimenting with  dirigible 
bailoons. He began the trials oi 
the vessel on March 9, and made 
his first voyage on May 9. It 


was on May 18th that the mys-|° 


terious flyer was reported from 
Belfast and according to Dr. 
Boyd, it was not an imaginary 
vessel but his airship. 

“That night,’”? he says, “we 
flew across the Irish Channel on 
a line which was about 90 miles 
from shore to shore. It was a 
continuous flight at an average 
speed of 32 miles an hour.” 

The doctor says he also made 
a trip of 350 miles with only one 
descent. ’

Train Accident Near Innisfail. 


} = 
Spreading Rail on Soft Track the 
Cause. 


A railway accident, which 
owing to a fortunate combination 
of circumstances, was not so 
serious as it might ‘have been 
occurred Wednesday, one and a 
half miles north of Innisfail 
station, when train No. 221 on 
the C. & E., which left Calgary 
at 8 o’clock in the morning 
jumped the track. One colonist 
and two day coaches, 2 combi- 
nation express and baggage car 
and a mail car were ditched. The 
two former being turned com- 
pletely over. The cause of the 
accident was a spreading rail 
occasioned by the soft track 
which resulted from the recent 
rains. 

Four persons were injured but 
happily none of them dangerously 
they are H. G. Gooding, express 
passenger, Calgary, head and 
arm bruised and broken rib. G. 
Buell, mail clerk, crushed ankle 
andright arm bruised; H. E. 
Wilson, mail clerk, forehead cut; 
Frank Bovey, passenger, badly 
bruised. 

The news was wired to Red 
Deer and Dr. Parsons and Road 
Master Bell with an emergency 
gang cf [50 arrived at the scene 
of the accident in little more than 
an hour after it occurred, The 
injured were conveyed to the 
hospital in Red Deer in the aux- 
iliary which arrived at 3.30 ac- 
companied by Dr. H. G. Me- 
Donald, cltief surgeon of the 
company. The auxiliary also 
picked up the passengers of the 
wrecked train, mail express and 
baggage, and brought them 
through to Strathcona where 
they arrived about midnight. 

The spot where the accident oc- 
curred,by a coincidence was quite 
close to the home of the friends 
to whom Mrs. Blackwood had bid 
good-by an hour previous on 
leaving for Innisfail station. 
One of them waved to her as she 
sat in the passing train almost at 
the moment when it jumped the 
track and after being helped out 
through the window she was able 
to walk to their home.

The bag should 
not be stuffed full, but the contents 
should be loose, Allow the bag to ‘soak 
in the bath water a,few minutes, so 
its fragrance will be imparted. One 
of these little bags will ‘last two 
months and must be hung upto dry 
each time after using. Should you en- 
joy a stronger perfume St is obtained 
by adding half an ounce of Javender 
flowers to the bag or by pouring a lit- 
tle lavender or violet water in the tub 
or basin in connection with this.’ The 
skin feels delightful if. jgone ‘over 


the circulation as nothing else will. 
Then sponge off with. the bath bag. 
Wwice a week is sufficiently often for 
this perfumed bath, and upon retiring 
is decidedly the best time. , Don’t take 
very hot baths, and don’t be foolish 
enough to take a “cold dip” in the 
mornings unless ordered by the family 
physician, Let the water be as neat 
the temperature of the body as possi- 
ble. Don’t’ use the old fashioned 
sponge for bathing. It 1s decided. 
ly obnoxious and insanitary. Don't 
bathe directly after eating—not for 
half an hour at least. Don’t ever take 
a bath fn a cold room. Don't take a 
cold bath when tired, but a warm one 
will rest and refresh you greatly. 

Don’t wash the face too frequently 
when traveling. Cold cream removes 
dirt better than hard water, and don’t 
forget the alcohol bottle; also cheese- 
cloth wash cloths, which can be used 
and then thrown away. 

Don’t attempt to remove dirt and 
dust from the face with cold water, 
and don’t wash the face and bands with 
hard water if you can get soft. A 
small quantity of powdered borax 
makes the hardest. water soft and 
agreeable. Don’t wash the face with 
cold water when warm from exertion 
or when overheated. Don't remain 
long in a bath, but don’t neglect a 
daily one of some sort. Don’t dress 
immediately after it, and, above all, 
don’t neglect the “sun bath” as well 
as the one of fresh air. 

Don't think you are getting rid of 
wrinkles by filling them with powder, 
but before retiring bathe the face with 
hot water, so hot {t has to be sopped, 
then with very cold water, and pat it 
dry with a soft linen towel. Don’t 
rub it. By careful bathing, paying at- 
tention to these suggestions, the aver- 
age woman will realize that cleanli- 
ness does come next to godliness, 
Don’t worry if you want to look youth- 
ful. Fears, doubts, care and anxieties 
leave furrows that nothing will oblit- 
erate. Retire as early as you can, 
with no thoughts of tomorrow. Re- 
member that sufficient unto the day 
is the good thereof (not evil).

THINGS WORTH KNOWING. 


Grass stains may be removed by 
‘saturating in paraffin before washing. 

To remove paint from linens rub the 
cloth with turpentine, then clean with 
French chalk dampened with alcohol. 

Table linen should be dampened 
‘thoroughly and ironed until dry. It 
will then have enough gloss and stiff- 
ness to suit the most fastidious. 

Furniture polish—two ounces lin- 
seed oil, two ounces alcoho}, four 
drops aniline, four drops wintergreen. 
Put on and rub with a flannel cloth. 
‘To take mildew from linen rub the 
spot with soap; scrapo chalk over it 
and rub it well; lay it on the grass in 
the sun; as it dries wet ft a little. It 
will come out with two applications, 

To clean furniture, !f rough, rub it 
with powdered pumice. If simply 
dirty, rub with diluted vinegar, which 
will cut grease and remove dirt. Then 
polish with some good furniture polish. 

Violets after they have been worn 
will come out fresh and almost as 
good as new by clipping the stems 
without cutting the bouquet apart and 
putting the flowers into a deep glass of 
water, covering the heads with waxed 
paper and setting them in the refrig- 
erator, 

Muslin dresses of delicate colors 
should not be washed with soap. The 
best fluid to wash them in !s rice wa- 
ter, made by boiling one pound of rice 
in one gallon of water. Reserve a 
quart of the water for starching; then 
wash the dress in the remninder. 
Rinse in clear or slightly blued water; 
then starch the dress in the remaining 
quantity of rice water and fron quick- 
ly.

A trip to the south on a wide side- 
walk brings us to the base. of a small 
hill. The view is superb for one can 
see the ‘beautiful: grove of? tall rich 
evergreens which grow in’ abundance 
on the hillside stretching for upwards 
of a mile in the south ‘and east. "We 
ascend the hill by «a slight de- 
yiating rond until-we reaclf the top of |. 
the hill where we arrive at a fine ‘two 
and a half story. brick: building. “This 
isthe Red Deer. Memorial hospital, 
erected by the enterprising citizens of 
Red Deer and district in memory of 
the three young men who gave np 
their lives on the South African veldt 
in‘defence of the Empire.

The 
plant is the largest of the kind in Can- 
ada and from. now on the demand 
upon the grain flelds*of- Alberta will 
tax the prolific barley. yield to its. ut- 
most at profitable figures to the far- 
mer. ~ We cross the splendid'new pro- 
vincial” steel - bridge’ which ° has: two- 
spans to reach North Red Deer, “This 
is destined’ tobe the manufacturing 
portion of the town, ‘The Great West 
Lumber Co. has ‘its’. offices’ and mills 
here, . Last. year was practically its 
first year under the present mannage- 
ments. Practical Iumber men’ pro- 
nounée this as the best’ located mill 
in the west. There is a/natural log 
pond ‘At the mill capible pf ‘storing, in 
safety millions of feet of logs for lum- 
ber. By means of a canal which ex- 
tends froin the intake up the river the 
logs are conveyed into this log ‘pond 
and kept safely from the floods of the 
river.-:The company is negotiating 
:-with the town to raise-the level of the 
river at the intake and develop water 
power. © This, it is claimed by com- 
petent authority,’ will give “all the 
cheap power for industrial purposes 
which will be required. for many fac- 
tories and once in order will place Red 
Deer ina position 3 not occupied by any 
town in the west as a- manufacturing 
centre, 

The entire town presents a neat, 
clean and tidy appearance, far in ad- 
vance of any young town in the west. 
Already the town is well supplied with 
waterworks and a splendid sewer sys- 
tem. The electric light and telephones 
are owned and operated by a private 
company of its citizens and has ex- 
change privileges with the * provincial 
system throughout the proyince, 

The climate of Hed Deer is the pro- 
verbial sunny Alberta. The soil is 
equal to the best and a short trip to 
some of the farins within easy distance 
of the town proves beyond cavil the 
wonderful possibilities of Central 
Alberta as a mixed farming district.

COMMUNICATIONS. 


A number of enquiries re. de- 
bentures were read and filed. — 

W. F. Stevens, live stock com- 
missioner, Edmonton, wrote the 
Council that Mr. Dillinger was 
making a visit of inspection of 
the stock yards at shipping points 
on the railways. He asked for 
co-operation | of the Council 
in getting the yards in Red Deer 
in first class shape ‘as additional 
action. might not be:secured for a 
number of years. Not only should 
there be a set’ of’ ‘scales, but the 
yards should be designed so as to 
make the receiving, handling and 
weighing of hogs -mych more 
convenient than is now’ the case 
at most places. 

It was shown by the Mayor 
that Red Deer’s stock yard was 
one ofthe best on the line, with 
4 cinder’bed and other improve- 
ments, but Mr. Dillinger advises 
another water trough. on the 
ground for hogs would be a good 
thing. A chute will likely be 
built for unloading hogs. 

The Canadian Federation. of 
Boards of Trade wrote asking the 
co-operation of the Council of 
Red -Deer in memoralizing the 
Dominion Government that the 
Georgian Bay Canal’be con- 
structed as soon as possible, and 
asked the Council to pass a 
resolution favoring the scheme. 

Councillor H. H. Gaetz did not 
feel we should take. any action 
until further information was re- 
ceived, Councillor Pidgeon 
thought we might also include in 
the motion that the Hudson Bay 
Railway be built. No action 
was taken,

HINTS. FOR ‘THE INDUSTRIOUS, 


Knitting Bag Will. Be Helpful “For 
Miladi. This. Summer.~— 

For the persistent knitter there may 
be had a yarn holder that is better 
than human bands in the way it hofds 
and moves the skein, It has four 
arms, yet {it does not provoke the 
smothered wrath of the winder, who 
is dependent op some two armed friend 
who perchance reluctantly consents to 
hold the skein and hurries. off the 
yarn by waving his arms like-a wind- 
mill. 

There are so few things for\ the 
woman who knits that we feel like 
passing along whatever new {ideas we 
hear of. There is a delightful knit- 
ting bag made to serve the same pur- 
pose that the bracelet basket {s°made 
for. 1 think we all know the little 
round or oblong basket that holds the 
knitting ball and swings over the arm 
of the knitter. 

The new lnen canvas bag {Is- cut in 
two pleces, not unlike the rounded 
sides of.a leather shopping bag in 
shape, except. that these sides’ slope 
gradually up into a narrow. strip two 
or three inches wide, 

The sides are joined together to hold 
the knitting. This basket*sbaped af- 
fair {s lined, including the strips which 
are joined together to.form a handle.

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GROWTH OF THE WEST 


COUNTRY RAPIDLY FILLING UP 
us WITH SETTLERS 


Conditions Prevailing in “the Three 
. Western Provinces are of the Very 
Best—New Sections are Being 
Populated and Railways are Ex- 

- tending Branch Lines Over Large 

Area 

Winnipeg —J. Bruce Walker, com- 
missioner of immigration, on being 
asked with reference to the special in- 
formation which he had regarding the 
conditions prevailing in the prairie 
provinces, and the progress _ being 
made by the immigrants who hdve 
recently arrived, said: 

“Having just returned from an ex- 
tended trip over the Canadian North- 
ern railway, the Regina and Moose 
Jaw districts, the Qu’Appelle valley, 
the Saskatoon, Rosthern and. Battle- 
ford districts, the Vermilion valley, 
dmonton and Calgary and the main 
line east from that point to Winnipeg, 
1 may say, in the whole province of 
Manitoba there is every evidence of 
an abundant harvest. A generous 
rainfall at propitious intervals to en- 
sure the best results, has favored the 
country, and 1 can safely say that, 
never hag such a good prospect await- 
ed those engaged in the pursuit of 
agriculture in Western Canada. 

“That portion of Saskatchewan 
tributary to Swift Current town 
and extending on ecither side for 
many miles gives excellent promise 
of an abundant yield of grain. Hith- 
erto, for a few years, difficulties have 
been experienced in these districts 
through drouth, and for two or three 
consecutive years our department has 
been assisting the settlers with seed, 
grain and otherwise, to ensure their 
permanent establishment. 

“A larger percentage of our immi- 
gration is going into Southern Al- 
berta and Souuthern Saskatchewan. 
The country from Mortlach, Herbert, 
Swift Current, Gull Lake and Maple 
Creek, in a southern direction, south 
of the Cypress Hills, is rapidly filling 
up, and while a reasonable contribu- 
tion of our people has been moving 
northward and through‘ Central Sas- 
katchewan, still I think the south has 
been more attractive to settlers during 
the present immigration season. ‘This 
fact I attribute to the phenomenal 
yields of winter wheat, through the 
cultivated portions of the southern 
area, and possibly the enaction of the 
pre-emption clause, which applies to 
those districts. 

“There is great activity in railway 
construction. The Canadian Northern 
railway are completing their line from 
Saskatoon’ to Calgary and this fall 
hope_to have 150 miles of that road in 
operation. They are also building 
from Prince Albert to North Battle- 
ford, fifty miles of which will be in 
operation this fall. They have also 
commenced construction from North 
Battleford northwesterly to Athabasca 
Landing, a tributary port, or rather 
the gateway to the great Peace River 
regions. The latter mentioned road, 
when completed, should open up a 
vast area of excellent land for colon- 
ization: Through the Turtle River 
country, north of Saddle Lake and 
Fort Pitt, thousands of homesteaders 
can be settled in these districts on ex- 
cellent land north of the Saskatchew- 
an river. This railway company are 
also building a road from Maryfield 
southwesterly to Estevan, and will 
complete and operate this road to the 
coalfields this present year. This 
road will run north of Portal Junction, 
and it is the intention of the company, 
1 am informed, to build — straight 
westerly from that point to Leth- 
bridge, giving railway facilities and 
cheap fuel to the thousands of settlers 
who have gone south of the Cypress 
Hills and settled in Southern Sas- 
katchewan. It is also rumored that 
the Canadian Pacific railway will 
build from Weyburn on the Soo line to 
Lethbridge. 

“The various settlements in Western 
Canada pertaining to all nationalities, 
are in most progressive state and 
very contented. ‘The prospect of a 
good crop and a high price for all 
their production is awakening in them 
a greater interest to develop more’ of 
their holdings, larger areas are being 
brought under cultivation this year 
than in any former year, and con- 
tidence is thoroughly established in 
the minds of all our people as to the 
wonderful possibilities and productive- 
ness of our country. Universally 
speaking, the crop is excellent, every 
section of the country specially favor- 
ed,’our people are contented and hope- 
ful, providence has scattered plenty 
o’er a smiling land and you can read 
its history in a nation’s eyes.” 


Ontario Doctors Favor Reciprocity 


Toronto, Ont.—The council of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Ontario met recently. Notice of mo- 
tion was given to appoint a committee 
of two members to discuss the ques- 
tion of reciprocity of registration and 
examination with Manitoba, and the 
northwest provinces as soon ag these 
councils have appointed committees. 

Letters were received from Mani- 
toba, British Columbia and Michigan 
regarding reciprocity. The British Co- 
lumbia communication stated that the 
province was not prepared to deal 
with the question. Manitoba has ap- 
pointed a committee to meet Ontario 
representatives during a mecting of 
the Canadian Medical association in 
August. 


Honfe Secretary Receives Suffragettes 


London.—Following a direct appeal 
to the King by Mrs. Despard and a 
deputation of suffragettes, the home 
secretary, the Right Hon. H. J. Glad- 
stone, accorded a courteous audience 
to eight of the women. Mrs. Despard 
was the leader of the deputation. 
After reading their petition, the home 
secretary made a sympathetic speech, 
expressing regret at the present in- 
volved situation, and the belief that 
the matter would be finally settled, 
and in a way satisfactory to women. 

Mr. Gladstone explained that he 
could do nothing to commit the gov- 
ernment. 


Change in Lemieux Regulations 

Ottawa.—It is understood the labor 
department will appoint two concilia- 
tion officers, one with authority in the 
eastern part of Canada, and the other 
in the west. The functions of the pro- 
posed officers would be the adjustment 
of industrial disputes by the concilia- 
tory methods, which is now attended 
by a specially appointed board. 


Takahira Not Recalled 
Washington.—It is announced at the 
Japanese embassy that Ambassador 
Takahira has not been recalled. He 
is going to Japan on leave, and will 
return in a short time.

Mr. Lemjeux Refers to the Great Ex- 
plorer, Champlain, at the Ter- 
. centenary Banquet 
Burlington, Vt.—‘‘Canada”’ was the 


subject of an address delivered by |’ 


the Hon. Rudolph. Lemieux,. post 
master-general of Canada, at the din- 
ner given to President Taft in. con- 
nection with the Champlain tercenten- 
ary celebration. The speaker paid his 
respects to President Taft by saying 
that the Canadians claim a part own- 
ership in him on account of the sev- 
eral hundred thousands of their coun- 
trymen who had gone over the border 
and become citizens of the United 
States. One of the proudest memories 
in Canadian history was the fact 
that the little Canada of fifty years 
ago sent no less than 45,000 men to 
fight, in the ranks of the north to 
maintain the ascendancy of the Stars 
and stripes, said the postmaster- 
general. Speaking of Champlain, the 
Hon. Mr. Lemieux said: “He was a 
statesman and “missionary, as well as 
explorer, and it is not too much to 
say that.the leading spirits of those 
who worked with Champlain were as 
ardent missionary reformers as any 
whom we to-day sent out to China and 
India or to. Darkest Africa.” The 
speaker said there could never be any 
real barriers arise between the United 
States and Canada, as their futures 
were already so closely linked together 
by all the ties of friendship and mu- 
tual trade. = 

Persian Capital is Now Invested 

St. . Petersburg. — The first de- 
tachment of the Russian expedition 
that may march to Teheran, capital of 
Persia, has sailed from Baku for En- 
zell. According to official advices the 
route of the revolutionaries at Shah- 
anad has had a depressing effect, and 
the leadera will scarcely be able to re- 
assemble a respectable fighting force. 
Their followers have been scattered in 
many directions. = ; 

The Bakhtiari tribesmen, however, 
are 2,000 strong, and stiff fighting is 
certain te ensue with General Liak- 
off’s Cossack brigade in case the ad- 
vance continues. The Russian force 
will not enter the engagement unless 
foreign lives and property are endan- 
gered. 

In response to strong representa- 
tions from Russia to the effect that 
the Turkish consul-gencral at Tabriz 
is siding openly with the revolution- 
ists, the Turkish government has de- 
cided to recall this official. 

A long list of claims for indemnity 
is accumulating against Persia on the 
part of Russian residents. These 
amount to $750,000 for direct property 
losses, and do-not include the losses 
resulting from interruption of trade. 


Graft Scandal in Montreal 


Montreal. — So many sensational 
stories of position-broking in the city 
fire brigade and other departments 
were before the royal commission re- 
cently that when a defence lawyer ob- 
jected to one statement Judge. Cannon 
replied that it was becoming notorious 
that this was the usual thing in Mon- 
treal. Details of all sorts of big and 
small graft were brought out during. 
the day. Dr. Charles Lafleur swore 
that he had given Alderman Nault 
$300 for an appointment as statisti- 
cian, putting the money into a con- 
veniently open safe drawer. Alder- 
man Nault was called, and said he 
did not remember the episode, and 
that he had no $300 transaction with 
Lafleur. oe 

Joseph Desaltels swore ‘he had been 
paid $300 by a man named Metayer 
for a job as fireman, and had used 
the money. This story was partly 
corroborated by Desaltels’ wife, while 
Metayer swore he had paid the $300 
n@ then had been suspended from 
the force because he wanted it back, 
but on threatening to expose the 
principals in the deal had been rein- 
stated. All this was excitedly denied 
by Sub-chief Marin. 


Uncle Sam's Budget 


Washington.—All financial matters, 
including the proposed issue of canal 
bonds ‘authorized by the Payne bill, 
have been postponed until December. 
The proposition to increase’ from 
$100,000,000 to $250,000,000 the amount 
of certificates of indebtedness which 
may be issued by the government, 
will also go over until the next 
session. 

Senator Aldrich and the monetary 
committee, in making these announce- 
ments, said: “The condition of the 
treasury is such, and will be such un- 
til congress shall meet again, that it 
will not be necessary to provide now 
for a different character or for an 
additional amount of bonds. Under 
existing law, certificates of indebted- 
ness to the extent of $100,000,000 may 
be issued if necessary. For the last 
two months the receipts of the treas- 
ury have been equal to its disburse- 
ments and no harm can come from 
continuing existing conditions until 
December.” 


The Magnanimous Russians 


Poltava, Russia.—The celebration of 
the twentieth anniversary of the battle 
of Poltava, which crushed the power 
of {fe Swedes in Russia and marked 
the beginning of the modern Russian 
empire, was inaugurated with the so- 
called march of the crosses or relig- 
ious procession, from Poltava city to 
the site of the victory, four miles out- 
side of the town. This procession 
was followed by a parade of troops 
around the monument crected to the 
fallen Swedes by their magnanimous 
opponents. The Emperor Nicholas is 
here, and it is generally expected that 
he will utilize the anniversary — to 
make an important pronouncement on 
the agrarian problem. 


" Victorian’s Remarkable Airship 


Victoria, B. C.—W. Gibson, a Scotch 
engineer, has _ perfected an airship 
here with a .222 pound engine de- 
veloping 60 horse power. The machine 
emhodies entirely new principles and 
rights itself automatically in a few 
feet when started upside down. The 
inventor proposes the first flight from 
Victoria to the Seattle exposition, and 
wagers $1,000 it will be successful and 
that he can do the distance in half an 
hour. Afterwards he will fly from 
Victoria to San Francisco in less than 
five hours. 


Lane Exonerated 


Saskatoon, Sask.—In the city police 
court the charge against R. C. Lane, 
of unlawfully wounding Walter Sher- 
wood, a bank clerk, some weeks ago, 
was dismissed. The wounded man has 
entirely recovered, and went on the 
stand and completely exonerated 
Lane, who was accordingly dismissed. 


G. T. P. Train Service to Edmonton 

Edmonton, Alta.—E. J. Chamberlin, 
general manager of the G. T. P., says 
a regular train service-to Edmonton 
will be in force by September 1.

based on the reports of a large staff 
of correspondents. Low temperature 
and cold rains prevailed over the 
whole of Canada in the early part of 
June, which delayed seeding — and 
checked vegetation. Then followed a 
period of drouth throughout the north- 
ern and. eastern parts of Ontario, the 
western and southern sections“of Que- 
bec and nearly the whole‘of the mari- 
time provinces. Grain and hay’ and 
root crops were consequently in poor 
condition in all these regions, ‘4 
British’ Columbia has had a like ex- 
perience of dry weather in June, with 
rains at ‘the end of the month, ‘and 
fall wheat is the only good crop there. 
In the Northwest provinces. fine 
growing weather followed the seeding 
of spring wheat, oats and barley, and 
correspondents throughout Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta are jubil- 
ant at the:prospects. The rainfall was 
ample to the end of June, except ina 
few localitics, and although. seeding 
operations were delayed, cereals and 
grasses are nearly as well advanced 
as in any previous years. ~‘‘Ideal’’ is 
the favorite word of many correspond- 
ents, and it was generally. expected 
that spring wheat would be out in 
ear by July 10. In Alberta fall wheat 
was badly winter killed and much of 
the land has been resown with spring 
wheat, oats and barley. Spring wheat 
was heading out at the end of June in 
the southern parts of Alberta. a

London.—Angered by their failure to 

gain an interview from Prime car 

Asquith, the Pankhurst faction of the 

suffragettes tried new tactics, and at- 

tempted to beard, King Edward — in 

Buckingham palace. Mrs. Pankhurst 

led the van. There was.no special de- 

tail of police to keep the women out, 
but the palace guards on duty gently 
but firmly ejected them from the 
palace grounds. ‘There was none of 
the violence which attended the 
women’s last raid on the House of, 

Commons. \ — 
Although the suffragettes had ap- 

proached the palace with an air of 
belligerence, and apparently intended 
resisting any’ attempt to eject them, 
the business-like air of the guards ap- 
peared to overawe them at the last 
moment, and they suffered themselves 
to be led to the street without resist- 
ance. 

The deputation from the Women’s 
Freedom league, which stationed itself 
outside of the St. Stephen’s entrance 
of the House of Commons in the even- 
ing, determined to see Prime Minister 
Asquith, ended its vigil at four o‘clock 
in the morning, not having cornered 
the premier. - 

They guarded all entrances through- 
out the sessions since they started, 
only retiring when the house rose. As 
the weather was rainy, they had a 
cold, dreary watch, but they refused to 
abandon their tactics of peaceful per- 
sistence, being opposed to the brawl- 
ing violence of the Pankhurst fol- 
lowers, 

King Edward repulsed’ the  suf- 
fragettes when he officially refused to 
grant them an interview. The suf- 
fragettes wrote the king asking. him 
to receive a deputation, and they re- 
ceived a reply from the imperial 
secretary declining their request. His 
majesty said such arr act on his part 
would be unconstitutional.

The Standard 
says that it may therefore be con- 
cluded that the agreement will remain 
a dead letter. 

‘he naval conference concluded its 
sittings on February 26, and a de- 
claration was signed, consisting of 71 
articles containing a large number of 
generally recognized rules for naval 
warfare. . ~ 

This declaration was made public 
on March 21, and the principles enun- 
ciated were to act as a guide for the 
international prize court to be estab- 
lished at The Hague. 


N Open White Slave War 
‘Toronto.—The forces arrayed against 
the white slave traffic assemble this 
week to declare a nutional war for its 
extinction. Representatives of a!! in- 
terested chturches and societies will 
meet in conference. Plans will be 
adopted by federated campaign for 
more stringént federal legislation and 
the organization of more efficient ma- 
chinery for the enforcement of laws. 
The scope of the movement is in- 
tended to deal as vigorously with the 
objectionable conditions in far distant 
Yukon as in the central cities of the 
Dominion. The raising of a special 
campaign fund, which it is antici- 
pated will be readily available, will be 
before the conference. ¢ 
Arsenic in Drugs 
Ottawa.—An examination of the rev- 
enue department of the number of 
drugs as found on the Canadian mar- 
ket, for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether any of these contained dis- 
tinct traces of arsenic, shows that 
while most samples were practically 
free from poison, arsenic was found to 
be distinctly present in certain sul- 
phates and particularly in phosphate 
of soda. Amounts were not so large 
as to be alarming, but were sutticient 
to make it possible to regard these 
drugs as meeting pharmacopical rYe- 
quirements. Four-hundred and forty- 
eight samples of sulphate of magnesia, 
sulphate of soda, examined showed 
oN containing no arsenic, while 86 
id. 


A Century of Peace 

Ottawa.—While at Harvard univer- 
sity last week Hon. Mackenzie King 
suggested that Canada and the United 
States should commemorate the hun. 
dred years of peace between the two 
countries by the erection of some in- 
ternational memorial. The sugges- 
tion is likely to bear fruit and it is 
probable the Dominion government 
will invite the co-operation of the 
American government for a joint cele- 
bration of the centenary of the close 
of the war of 1812. It is understood 
the suggestion hag the approval of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. 


Montrose Wright for Slum Work 


Hamilton.—It is understood here 
that Clare Montrose Wright, who was 
married to Florence Kinrade in New 
York recently, will go in for mission- 
ary work in the slums of New York 
or Chicago. He expressed that in- 
tention to friends on several occasions 
during the course of the inquest. It is 
reported that Rev. T: W. Wright, the 
young man’s father, endeavored to in- 
duce him to voluntarily withdraw as a 
probationer in view of the notoriety he 
had achieved, but this the young man 
refused to do. 


Big Gold Strike 

San Francisco, Cal.—First reports of 
a $1,000,000 gold strike on Yankee 
Creek were received from the gasoline 
schooner Monterey that has arrived 
from the Alaskan fishing camps. Cap- 
tain Anderson, of the Monterey, is in 
the throes of a gold-rush that is a re- 
minder of the Klondyke days. Men 
are deserting from the fishing camps 
by hundreds and hastening to the new 
field. The wildest rumors are circu 
lating. From their tone the strike 
promises to be the richest yet found_in 
the icy north. 


Want Duty on Lumber 


Vancouver, B. C.—A resolution has 
been passed by the board of trade ask- 
ing the boards of trade in the north- 
west to use their influence with the 
Dominion govgrnment to secure the 
establishment of a duty of two dollars 
on lumber and 30 cents on shingles 
imported into Canada. This was 
passed in view of the fact that last 
year importations of lumber into Can, 
ada from the State of Washington 
amounted to over four million dollars. 


Fighting Contagious Diseases 
San Francisco.—Major Chas. LE. 
Woodruff, of the medical department 
of the United States, army, sailed for 
Manila on the transport ‘'homas, to 
undertake the direction of the Philip- 
pine end of the campaign against con- 
tagious diseases which the govern- 
ment is inaugurating on a large scale 
—_______. preparatory to the opening of the 
Sympathetic Strike Panama Canal. 

Halifax, N. S.—It is reported in con- 
nection with the strike of the United 
Mine Workers that in the event of 
their not being successful in their de- 
mands, they have been assured of the 
full co-operation and sympathy of 
longshoremen at Montreal, Halifax 
and St. John, who will, if necessary, 
inaugurate a sympathetic strike and 
thus tie up the shipping and trans- 
portation of the Dominion Coal com- 
pany’s output. 


Australia Given Imperial Power 


Melbourne, Australia.—As ao result 
of communications with the imperial 
authorities the commonwealth govern- 
ment will shortly introduce a_ bill 
enabling the commonwealth to seize 
and control in time of war or emer- 
gency the shore ends of ocean cables 
touching Australia. 


_ The Crops Are Excellent 

Winnipeg.—The crop reports re- 
ceived from all points in the west are 
very optimistic. Early wheat is head- 
ing out and all grain crops are in a 
very healthy condition. The harvest 
is expected to be much earlier than 
last: year. ; 


Seana 
Sensational Suit Against the Pope 


Rome.—A sensational action against 
Pope Pius, in which a vast fortune is 
at stake, is pending, unless there is 
an adjustment of the suit to be en- 
tered into by the three nieces of the 
late Bishop Adams, who sue to restore 
their uncle’s fortune to them, now 
held by the Pope. The Vatican holds 
the will, which it is declared leaves 
everything to Mgr. Sartau, now the 
Pope. 


Fmmigrants Were Rejected 


Ottawa.—The superintendent of im- 
migration bas issued a report which 
shows that in the past seven years 
3,803 immigrants have been rejected at 
Canada’s ocean ports—1,172 in 1907-8, 
the big rush year of. immigration. In 
the same period 3,149 were deported. 


The Hudson’s Bay Railway 


Winnipeg.—The final estimate of 
the Hudson’s Bay railway from the 
Pas Mission to Fort Churchill or the 
mouth of the Nelson river, will be 
ready to be turned over to the govern- 
ment within two weeks. This will in- 
clude the figures for the cost of the 
work, the quantities and grades of 
materials to be handled, together with 
maps and plans showing the final lo- 
eation and profiles of routes. 


Many Elevators for SasKatchewan 

Regina.—lifty-six elevators are al- 
ready built this season in the prov- 
ince. It is estimated that by the time 
grain begins to move in the fall 200 
new elevators will have been built 
with a capacity of 6,000,000 bushels, 
increasing the elevator capacity of 
Saskatchewan to 24,139,500 bushels.

Montreal.—Arthur Henderson, M.P., 
chairman of the labor parliamentary 
party in England, accompanied by 
Will Crooks, M.P., who is also identi-

There: were many who believed and 
contluued to give heed to the teaching 
of Paul and Silas, but there_ were 
Jews who--believed not and, being 
filled with envy and Instigated by the 
great adversary, set all the city in an 
uproar, accusing these men of turning 
the world upside down by proclaiming 
as king one Jesus, The world {3s in- 
deed upside down and all wrong, and 
nétwithstanding ‘tho boasted progress 
of the day the whole world still INeth 
in the wicked one (I John v, 19, R. V.), 
and God bas said,/ “I will overturn, 
overturn, Overturn; .until He come 
whose right it {s, and ’1 will give it 
Him" (Ezek, xxi, 27). ~{here is only 
one who fs capable of making all wrong 
things right on! this long sin cursed 
earth, and He Is the King who shall 
reign in righteousness and shall bring 
peace and quietness on the whole 
earth, for He shall be King of kings 
and Lord‘ of lords, and all kings and 
all nations sba!l serve Him (Isa. xxxil,

cording to --our Lord’s command, 
“When they persecute you in this city, 
flee ye to another” (Matt. x, 23), Paul 
and Silas passed on to Berea and there 
pursued the same course, opening to 
them the same Scriptures concerning 
the same Jesus, Here also many men 
and women believed and recelved. the 
word readily and thus brought joy to 
themselves, the joy and peace wich 
come by believing (Rom. xv, 13), -but 
they also were a comfort to the Lord 
‘Himself, for when on earth in His 
humillation He said to His Father in 
Heaven, “I have given unto them -the 
words which Thou gavest me, and 
they have recelved them” (John. xvil, 
8). Let us. remember that whenever 
we receive His word meckly and as 
the very word of God we please Him. 

There’ was at least-one point in 
which the Bereans excelled, and that 
was in their searching the Scriptures 
daily, that they might see for them- 
selves the things which Paul taught 
and belleve them, not because Paul 
taught them, but because God Him- 
self had told them in His-word. The 
only way to be established fs to be- 
lieve God, belleve what He says to u* 
in His word, accepting {t as if He haa 
spoken St to us directly by a.voice 
from heaven. Then when we can say, 
as did the peopje of Samaria, “We 
have heard Him ourselves,” we shall 
not be tossed about by every wind of 
doctrine (John iv, 42; I1 Chron, xx, 20; 
Isa.'vil, 9). The majority of church- 
goers are too prone to belleve what 
the preacher says instead of doing as 
the Bereans did, and therefore so few 
seem to be established. They also ask, 
“How do we know what to believe 
when different teachers teach so dif- 
ferently?” The answer Js in Isa. vill, 
20, R. V., “To the law and to the testl- 
mony, if they speak not according to 
this work it is because there is no 
morning for them.” 

The Scriptures are the only infallible 
guide, and our Lord said that when 
people err it is because they know not 
the Scriptures nor the power of God. 
The professed messengers of God will, 
if they are true messengers, carry only 
the Lord's message; otherwise they 
are prophets of the deceit of their own 
hearts, and the Lord never sent them 
(Jer, xxiii, 21-29). The dexil does cer- 
talnly hate the word of God, and so he 
stirred his followers at Thessalonica to 
go to Berea and oppose the servants 
of the Lord there. This resulted in 
Paul going on to Athens, while Silas 


rea until Paul sent for them to come 
to him with all speed. ‘The devil's 
hatred of God and His word is very 
manifest from Gen. fl, 2, 4, onward, 
nnd I have no hesitation in saying that 
all opposition to and destructive criti- 
cism of the word of God todfiy are 
wholly of the devil, Contrast Isa.

In the memorandum: now | made 
public-the British government, briefly 
describing the condition of the natives 
‘in the Congo, says:.'“‘To this state of 
things ‘so amply described in the pub- 
lished “reports of* his. majesty’s con- 
suls, his majesty’s. government cannot, 
give recognition, and they are sure 
that the. Belgian’ government. desires 
to put an end it, for itis in-fact 
indistinguishable from-slavery.. _ 

“His majesty’s government _anxious- 
ly awaits reports from the ‘:Congo 
which will show that the Belgian gov- 
ernment has succeeded.in stopping the 
system -of forced labor. which, , has 
hitherto prevailed, for his majesty’s 
government is sure that the Belgian 
government will agree. that a system 
such ‘as described in British. and 
American _consularships is indefen- 
sible.” . ;

Toronto.—A new and aggressive plan 
of campaign by the Canadian Council 
of the-Laymen’s Mission Movement 
has been officially announced. It will 
open early in Octobér. Correspondence 
with representatves in Winnipeg is in 
progress with a view to launching it 
there. The plan decided upon is to 
hold a line of district. missionary con- 
ferences. clear across the continent. 
They will be interdenominational. It 
is estimated the campaign will result 
in a vast inorease in the year’s contri- 
bution to missions. 


Britain and Hudson Celebration 

New York.—Inquiry“as to the num- 
ber of warships which:Great Britain 
would detail for service at the. coming 
Hudson-Fulton celebration, made ‘re- 
cently by Herman R. Idder, through 
Ambassador Reid, elicits the informa- 
tion that the British admiralty was 
not ready to state the size and make 
up of its naval representation, .but no 
doubt is expressed here, however, that 
Great Britain’s naval representation 
will be an imposing one, both in num- 
ber of ships and force of armaments. 


Grain Rates to Coast Reduced 

Vancouver, BK. C.—Announcement is 
made by the C. P. R..that rates for 
grain shipment from Calgary to Van- 
couver will be 19/4 cents, a reduction 
of 3 cents from the former rate. ‘The 
C. P. R. is Making every preparation 
to handle the crop here this season, 
and there is every probability that 
the company will construct at the 
eastern end of its line of wharves a 
pier to be devoted exclusively to the 
handling of grain.
